Harbingers  of  gloom  and  dark 
days  have  been  noticed  on  Brig- 
ham Young  University  campus 
during  the  past  two  weeks. 

There's  no  avoidance  of  the 
issue,  this  type  of  sun  (which 
also  shines  over  California)  is 
the  Number  One  villian  of  Snow 
Carnival  days. 

Apparently  participants  in 
previous  Snow  Carnivals  have 
also  held  their  breath  and  worn 
their  wintery-est  attire  in  antic- 
ipation of  snow. 

THE  FIRST  SNOW  Carnival 
dates  back  many  moons  when  in 
1922  the  chilly  activities  featur- 
ed a Y’s  Winter  Walkers  Hike  to 
the  area  of  Maple  Leaf  Flats. 

Advancing  to  1937,  round  trip 
tickets  on  buses  (heated  no  less) 
were  sold  to  leave  for  the  scene 
of  the  Snow  Carnival  which  was 
held  at  Lodgepole  Camp  near 
the  head  of  Daniel's  Canyon. 

When  Snow  Carnivals  were 
held  around  1942,  they  covered 
only  two  days.  Chances  were 
scarce  that  snow  would  fall  to 
be  on  the  ground  for  those  two 
particular  days.  But  in  1942,  it 
did  snow! 

SUCII  ARE  THE  headaches  of 
the  Snow  Carnival  Committee  in 
1951 — no  snow  show.  The  sculp- 
tors were  forced  to  abandon  the 
ground  and  retreat  to  Timp  Ha- 
ven where  they  built  their  stat- 
ues. However,  the  regular  re- 
freshments of  hot  chocolate  and 
donuts  were  served  to  skaters 
participating  in  events  at  the 
lake. 

Headlines  in  1952  read  "Soggy 
Snow  Fails  to  Dampen  Ardent 


Carnival  Spirits."  Tons  of  snow 
was  plowed  away  from  the  area 
in  fromt  of  the  Eyring  Science 
Center  in  order  to  make  a skat- 
ing rink  which  was  formed  from 
water  poured  onto  the  area  by 
firehoses. 

Heavily  snow  laden  trees  were 
on  the  scene  for  the  Carnival  in 
1954. 

VALIANT  ADVERTISERS  in 

1955  shreaked,  "The  Snow  Carn- 
ival will  go  on.”  Snow  or  no 
( snow,  they  insisted  that  activ- 
ities would  continue  under  the 
appropriate  theme  of  "Slush 
Saga.”  Last  minute  snow  storms 
fell  just  in  time  and  almost 
hampered  the  work  on  sculptur- 
ing. 

"Come  on  and  snow,”  the  BYU 


sculptors  cried  in  1957.  After 
two  postponements,  the  sculp- 
turing was  canceled.  A slight 
boost  from  the  weather  was  an 
aid  to  the  numerous  events  that 
continued  according  to  schedule
